Wasuinoton, Feby. 22, 1878. 


The latest proposition with regard to the 
refunding of the cotton tax, is that of Rep- 
resentative Harris, of Mississippi, who has 
introduced a bill providing that the sums 
paid by the several States be placed to the 
credit of said States, and held by the Secreta- 
ry of the Treasury iu trust for them as a per- 
petaal school fund. The concluding sections 
of the bill are as follows: 

Sec. 3. That the Secretary of the Treasury 
of the United States shall invest the said scv 
efa) sums for the ure of the said several 
Siates, respectively, in the bonds of the 
United States, bearing interest at the rate of 
five cenlum per annum, and bold the 
said bonds on deposit for the use of the said 
several States; and each of the said several 
States that have not heretofore adopted in 
their constitation or laws a common free 
schoo) system as a part of their State policy 
shall adopt the same into their constitution 
or laws before they shall be entitled to any 
of the benefits arising from or growin 
out of ‘the provisions of this act; an 
each of the. said several States that 
have heretofore or that may here- 
after adopt as aforesaid acommon free school 
system for the education of the youths, male 
and female, shall bo entitled, upon the order 
Of the Governor Of sald State, certified by the 
Secretary of the said State to draw from 
the Secretary of the Treasury of the United 
States, and the said Secretary of the Treasury 
is hereby directed to pay upon the said orders 
of the Governors of the said several States, 
respectively, annually, on the firat day of 
January of each year, a sum of money equal 
to the amount of interest that shall have ac- 
crued on the amount to which the State may 
be entitled as hereinbefore specified and di. 
rected, which said amount of icterest so 
said shall be used by said State so drawing 
the same fer common free school purposes, 
and none other. 

Sec. Z. That if hereafter any of said States 
shall neglect, fail, or refuse to establish or 
keep in operation a common free school sys- 
tem as a part of their State policy, or shall 
apply any mo arising from or 

out of the provisions of this act to any other 
than common free school purposes, such 
State so neglecting, failing, or refusing to 
establish and keep in operation such common 
free school system, or so misapplying such 
money, shall, upon due proof thereof, forfeit 
to the U nited States Government all the ben- 
efite arising from the provisions of this act. 

Mee. 4. That whenever the said United 
States bonds, in which the said several sums 
shall have been invested by the Secretary of 
the Treasury, as hereinbefore directed, shall 
fall due and mature, the Secretary of the 
Treaury shall convert the said bonds into 
money, and re-invest the said several sums 
for the use of the said several States in other 
United States interest-bearing bonds or se- 
curities, under the direction of the President 
of the Tnited States, for the use of the sald 
several States, and as will best 22 the 
interests of the said States, under the pro- 
visions of this act, the same fo be held in 
trust by the Secre‘ury of the Treasury for the 
said States, and interest to be paid thereon 
annually to the states as before pro- 
vided, the same to be used by the said several 
States for common free school purposes, aud 
for nape a2 a é !
